ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 15.—(/P)— 
Adopting a new method 'of cam- 
paigning, Governor Roosevelt and 
Speaker Garner, the 
democratic 
national ticket, will meet fre- 
quently during the campaign to 
estimate results and discuss fu- 
ture efforts. 
After a conference 
between Roosevelt and Garner last 
night and today, Mr. Roosevelt 
said the Texan would "undoubted- 
ly make speeches in the east." 
Mr. Roosevelt described the dem- 
ocratic drive for votes as a "look, 
listen and learn campaign." He 
said: "The primary objective of 
tha campaign is to talk tj the 
people and find out the needs of 
the sections 
although I probably 
will have to make one or two 
speeches." 
Mr. Roosevelt .explained that his 
own schedule for the next few 
weeks is elastic because of the 
Mayor Walker ouster hearing. He 
has, however, laid plans for a

The Texas supreme court to- 
day dismissed without an- 
swer a question certified to 
it whether the Texas demo- 
cratic party was within its 
rights in' excluding negroes 
from participating in its pri- 
maries. 


Because of the nature of the 


original action, brought in Bexar 
county, and subsequent decisions 
on it by the district and civil ap- 
peals courts,' the supreme court 
held the parties "are not even be- 
fore the court." 


C. A. Booker, San Antonio ne- 


gro, sought, through injunction, 
to restrain election officials of his 
precinct from denying him a vote 
in the Democratic primary last 
July. 
The district court granted 


the relief, but the Fourth court 
of civil appeals reversed and re- 
manded the judgment and ordered 
the case dismissed. The question 
then was certified to the supreme 
court. 


The court held that the statutes 


"forbid the supreme court from 
answering 
purely abstract ques- 
tions of law." 


"A certified question Is purely 
abstract where the court of civil 
appeals in dismissing the causa 
has manifestly entered a correct 
judgment, no 'matter what answer 
might be given to such question," 
the court said. "Especially is this 
true where parties who would be 
necessarily affected- fci' a determi- 
nation of the question propounded 
are not even before the court,™

BEAUMONT, Aug. 15.—(/P)—In 
a spot as lonely as the kaiser's re- 
treat at Doom, the "Wild Duck," 
proud 
craft whose decks 
were 
once trod by the polished boots 
of that monarch at the height or 
his glory, was battered to pieces 
against the granite of the jetties 
at Sabine at the mouth of 
the 


Neches river, as the edge of the 
tropical hurricane which swept 
the Gulf coast 
Saturday night, 
rushed In. 


The "Wild Duck," once the pri- 


vate pleasure yacht of Andrew W. 
Mellon, had been in service for 
42 years. 
It was the craft 
on 


which John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 
and his bride spent their honey- 
moon in Southern waters. At an- 
other time Mr. Rockefeller and 
the girl who dater was his brine, 
were aboard when the vessel ram- 
med and sank a vessel of the Joy 
line. 


Her passengers were guests of 
the Imperial Yacht Club of Ger- 
many one one trip to the Kiel 
Canal.

At another time the "Wild Duck"

Cruz, as shot holes in her sides 
testified. Her part In the- embrog- 
lio was the evacuation of 200 mem- 
bers of the American colony to a 
point within range of the Ameri- 
can battleships' guns. 


At the time of her destruction, 


the auxiliary steam yacht was be- 
ing used as a club house by the 
Sabine Pilots' 
Assoication, 
and 
was permanently moored at the 
Sabine jetties. Prior to that she 
had .been the flagship of the Beau- 
mont Yacht Club, purchased 
by 


them in '1929 from the 
Miami 
Steamship Company. 


The' vessel, 154 feet over all, 
with 30 foot beam, was built by 
the Atlantic Works of East Bos- 
ton, designed by Edward Burgess 
for John M. Forbes of Boston.

J. H. Galbreath, aged 80 years, 
native of Tennessee, but resident 
of Texas for 54 years, prominent 
Mason, died at the family home, 
2005 West Seventh avenue, Sun- 
day night at 9:15 o'clock and the 
funeral will be held Tuesday aft- 
ernoon at 5 o'clock.

Canada and Great Britain were 
reported today to have solved most 
of their important differences and 
virtually to have reached an ac- 
cord on a trade agreement which 
would Include preference in Bri- 
tain for Canadian farm products 
and reciprocal favors by Canada 
for British iron, steel and coal. 


Delegates estimated that with 


all tho agreements completed the 
diversion of trade from the Unit- 
ed Slates was not likely to reach 
more than one-third of the $200,- 
000,000 additional fcusiness Great 
Britain might 
«xpect 
from the 


Dominions. 


Under the proposed agreements 
with Canada and the other domin- 
ions, Great Britain recognizes em- 
pire preference as a definite part 
of her 
fiscal policy. Foodstuffs 
now on 
the 
free 
list will be 
brought within the 
preferential 
field. 


Subject to later changes, the 
tentative basis of the accord was 
understood to include the follow- 
ing: 


1. A duty of four cents a bushel 
on foreign wheat with a prefer- 
ence of 2'X; cents in favor of em- 
pire wheat. 


2. A duty of one and one-half 
cents a pound on foreign lamb, 
mutton, pork and bacon. 


3- Four cents a pound on for- 
eign butter as against the pres- 
ent duty, approximately two cent? 
a pound. 


4. Additional restrictions by spe- 
cial order on products such as 
wheat and lumber whenever the 
necessity arises. 
This was the British answer for 
the demand that Britain cut down 
or place an embargo on its trade 
with Russia. 


On the Canadian side, the chief 
concessions are likely to be on 
coal, iron and steel. The United 
Kingdom *wouhl like reductions In 
the rates now imposed by Canada 
on British textiles.

"I rest the case of the republi-

I 
shall seek to maintain untarnish- 
ed and unweakened those funda- 
mental traditions and principles 
upon which our nation, was found- 
ed and upon which It has grown. 
I shall invite and welcome the 
help of every man and woman 
in the preservation of the United 
States for the happiness of its 
people. This is my pledge to the 
nation and the almighty God." 
Mr. Hoover hammered away on 
the economic emergency and steps, 
past and contemplated, to meet it. 
He blamed over-optimism and spec- 
ulation in this country as the first 
cause of trouble and the world- 
wide economic collapse resulting 
from war evils as the subsequent 
and more devastating cause.

Shinault. who was 89, had been
